We have been working very closely with Pierce County staff in ensuring that WDFW 
applies and secures all appropriate permits prior to executing the contract. Since we first submitted our 
SEPA checklist, we have met with Pierce County Planners and Permitting staff and have jointly 
determined that a Shoreline Conditional Use Permit will not be required for the proposed project given 
its location.
